The Carved Eagles 
of Dr. Robert S. Grier 


by J. Catvert CLAIRBORN 


Magazine, and perhaps in type 

for the first time in this 20th 
century, is this, the story of a carver 
of eagles working before Bellamy of 
Kittery Point was born. The Reverend 
Doctor Robert S. Grier was a Pres- 
byterian clergyman of parts who min- 
istered to the combined congregations 
of Piney Creek Church, near Taney- 
town, Maryland; Tom’s Creek Church, 
near Emmitsburg, Maryland, and at 
Emmitsburg. Dr. Grier was born May 
11, 1790 and died December 29, 1865. 
His pastoral duties covered half a 
century and his wood carving avoca- 
tion perhaps only a decade less. 

It was a pamphlet printed at Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania, 1875, and picked 
up for a song in a Baltimore Anti- 
quarian book shop that started me on 
a search for eagles carved by this 
minister. In the pamphlet, a memorial 
and history of the congregations above 
named, appeared this comment on the 
Reverend Doctor of the Gospels ac- 
cording to the traditions of John Knox: 
“he possessed a peculiar talent for 
carving in wood which afforded him 
pleasant recreation. Specimens of his 
skill in this department of the fine 
arts were liberally distributed among 
friends and parishioners. They include 
canes, fantastically ornamented; 
miniature spread eagles; horses and 
other animals; and comic distortions. 
These serve as pleasant memories of a 
genius which, with proper direction 
and culture, might possibly have pro- 
duced some great works of art.” 

That comment about miniature 
spread eagles intrigued my imagina- 
tion. My scope of antiquarian interest 
of course embraced the carvings by 
Bellamy, and the curiosities com- 
mitted by Schimmel. Then I discovered 
that Doctor Grier lived on a farm that 
was bisected by the Mason & Dixon 
line and that he was noted, if not 
famed, for his fine eagles as far as 
Gettysburg and Carlisle, New Oxford, 
Hanover and York. 


I YOR the first time in any Antiques

My search was not without results, 
although many a wild goose chase (or 
should I say wild eagle chase?) was 
my lot until the first eagle was found. 
As it happens the vital statistics of 
this minister included the information 
that his first wife was named Annan. 
With this clue I sought for, and found 
Annans in his bailiwick, and lo, some 
of them owned Grier eagles! It was 
just as easy as that, after several 
years of search. 

The Grier eagles here pictured are 
representative of the “standard” estab- 
lished and carved by this worthy 
gentleman and scholar. The one quite 
dark in color is solid walnut, naturally 
finished. It is owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
L. C. Annan, Jr., of Emmitsburg. The 
lighter toned one is gold leaf over a 
poplar wood carving. This example is 
in the Carl Drepperd collection. An- 
other very fine eagle is owned by Miss 
Elizabeth Horner of New York City 
and still another, said to be slightly 
smaller in size, is privately owned by 
a Grier descendant at Hagerstown,

Eagle, with thirty-six inch wing spread, carved from poplar by the 
Reverend Doctor Grier, and covered with gold leaf. This example 
was presented by Dr. Grier to a member of his own immediate 
family, in 1835. It remained in the possession of that family until 
1950. Since this essay on Dr. Grier was received by Spinning Wheel 
we have been advised of another eagle and a very important figural 
carving of William Penn, both by Doctor Grier. Spinning Wheel 
plans to publish photographs of both examples at some future date. 


Taneytown-Piney Creek region of 
Maryland own eagle headed canes 
carved by Dr. Grier. 

Grier eagles are anything but 
“miniature”. Their dimensions are 
imposing if not colossal. The wing- 
spread is 36 inches, the height, to 
shoulder of the wings, 15 inches, and 
the depth, from beak to rear of body, 
10 inches. They are carved fully in the 
round, excellently proportioned and 
beautifully modeled. Some are carved 
of native walnut, finished in the 
natural wood; others are carved from 
poplar and covered with pure gold 
leaf, over the usual red-pink ground 
coating. The exact status of each eagle 
illustrated is given in the captions. All 
three of these eagles fall within an 
inch of meeting the dimensions above 
given. 

The Grier eagles are carved from 
three blocks of wood. The central 
body, wing and leg blocks measure 
36x16x4 inches. The head block must 
have measured at least 4x4x8 inches 
and the back and tail block not less 
than 4x4x10 inches. All of the eagles 
examined are mounted upon a cannon 
which is grasped in the eagle’s talons. 
The cannon, in turn, has a pair of 
struts and these constitute the base 
for the bird. Each eagle examined is 
perfectly balanced on its base. The 
Drepperd example was originally gold 
leafed and, some years ago, was gilt 
bronzed to give it more life. This 
seasoned collector had the bronze re- 
moved, exposing the original gold leaf. 
Happily, the bronzing did not hide 
defects or repairs. It just covered the 
good old gold leafing. 

It would seem, from research thus 
far conducted that Grier eagles were 
highly esteemed by the lueky recip- 
ients. Dr. Grier did not sell his mag- 
nificent birds. He bestowed them. In 
spite of the fact that hundreds of 
people in the Frederick, Maryland, 
area and the Adams County re- 
gion of Pennsylvania wanted to own 
a Grier eagle, the only way to get one 
was by gift of the carver, or to buy one 
from a friend or relative to whom the 
Doctor has presented one. This was 


almost an impossibility. After Doctor 
Grier’s death in 1865 there could be no 
more Grier eagles. The victory at 
Gettysburg, and the reunited Union 
caused more and more public houses, 
as well as individuals, to want an 
eagle. 

Came hobo Schimmel, back from the 
wars, handy with a jack-knife that 
could be hired to hack out an eagle 
for a quart of rotgut whisky or a half 
dozen meals and a bed in the haymow. 
Schimmel responded to the best of his 
ability. He imitated, as crudely as a 
child would in pencil, the eagles of 
Dr. Grier. Only Schimmel did it with 
his jack-knife, with pine as his wood. 
This assumption is most certainly not 
without foundation. 

As to the comparison with the 
eagles by Bellamy, in my estimation 
Grier carved as well as Bellamy and 
his eagles are as lively and as fine as 
any done by Bellamy. But with this 
difference: Bellamy did his work in 
the ship carvers tradition; that of an 
accomplished artisan. Grier carved as 
an amateur sculptor in wood. His 
work is more in the philosophy of 
Samuel McIntire and Benjamin Rush. 


Traditionally, Grier carved eagles 
from 1814 to 1854 or later. Where 
are they? Where is the one he 


carved for an ambo, a church read- 
ing desk to hold the scriptures for 
the reading of the lessons? Where 
are the canes, the horses, the other 
animals? And where are the “comic 
distortions’? The carver left this 
world some eighty-one years ago. Only 
three people now living remember 
him and none of these ancients is 
available for interviews. In fact, as 
this is finally typed they, too, may 
have joined Dr. Grier in the company 
of good soldiers gone to their reward. 
Here is an antique worthy of consider- 
able search. The facts here given 
about the man and his life are au- 
thentic, and documented beyond ques- 
tion. What else is there to say? For 
myself, there is only this: I want to 
own a Grier eagle. After one 
look, even at the pictures, who 
wouldn't ?

Imitations of Majolica 


In “Milk Glass” 


Staff Notes on a Subject of Some Importance 


HEN we received a query 
WW sisressea to our “What Is 

It?” editor asking if it were 
true that some milk glass is made in 
imitation of Majolica, and to explain 
this situation, it was decided that 
the explanation would be too long a 
story for the quick facts department. 
Now we are inclined to think it is too 
long a story for even an essay or 
editorial excursion. What we need 
here is a concensus, a round-robin, or 
maybe even a grass roots convention! 


Who has not, at some time or other, 
been aware of the incongruity of such 
terms as “black milk glass”, “pink 
milk glass’, “dark blue milk glass” 
and so on? No wonder. Milk glass is 
an excellent name for either the white 
or creamy tinted opaque glass but it 
is not a good generic name for opaque 
glass of other shades, tints and colors. 
If we should happen to hit upon a 
better name for this ware that would 
be generic enough to include even the 
milky varieties, that name might well 
be “Majolica glass.” Which sugges- 
tion, on our part, answers the “What 
Is It” question and perhaps may start 
a friendly discussion. 

Into that discussion we would like 
to introduce these apparent facts: (1) 
Majolica, Faience and Delft wares are, 
in themselves, a notable potters inven- 
tion in respect of glazes or enamels. 
All three wares are regular pottery, 
not porcelain, and in the main con- 
stitute the occidental potter’s answer 
to the challenge of the oriental pot- 
ter’s porcelain. The enamel on these 
wares is called “stanniferous’”, mean- 
ing that it is a kind of glass achieving 
either opacity in colors or milky

whiteness by the addition of tin. (2) 
This usage of an opaque enamel might 
well have been borrowed from early 
glassmaking techniques, for opaque 
glass was known to the ancients. The 
famous Portland vase, so magnificently 
copied by Wedgwood, is carved opaque 
glass. Not until the original was 
broken did the experts, who up to then 
had not agreed on the nature of the 
substance from which the vase was 
made (a majority considered it some 
sort of pottery), know that the vase 
was glass. 

(3) When “milk glass” achieved 
great popularity in the American scene 
it had more of the appeals that make 
for popularity than its twin in low

price, crystal clear or colored pressed 
glass. It could do more than imitate 
the cut glass of every country; it could 
imitate pottery, porcelain, basaltes, 
Castleford, Parian and Majolica. In 
fact, it did all of these, as one quick 
perusal of “Milk Glass” by E. Mc- 
Calmy Belknap will disclose. 


(4) The most startling examples of 
milk glass in imitation of Majolica are, 
of course, the ‘‘Tree of Life” pattern 
painted bowls in milk glass attributed 
to the Portland Glass Company, and 
the “Corn” or “Maize” pattern which, 
manufactured by W. L. Libby & Sons 
of Toledo, was called by them ‘Maize 
Art Glass.’ In that name selection by 
its makers is a clue to what Libby 
probably was thinking—it was more 
than milk glass, it was art glass, com- 
parable to the then popular art pottery 
we call Majolica. One might go further 
and say this maize art glass is a direct 
imitation of substantially the same 
pattern in Majolica. 


(5) Innumerable painted plates in 
milk glass are strangely like the Ma- 
jolica plates popular at the time the 
glass examples were produced to sell 
at prices considerably lower than even 
the cheapest Majolica. Among these 
are (a) lattice and other edged plates 
with raised decor, including the Straw- 
berry, Easter Rabbits, Shell & Grapes,

Grape Leaf, Lily of the Valley, Angel 
& Harp, and Club & Shell with Waffle 
Centre. (b) The painted plates and 
other objects such as Yacht & Anchor, 
Black Forget-Me-Not, Morning Glory 
and other pinwheel and fancy rimmed 
plates, bird centre plates, and so on. 
(c) Candlesticks such as the figural 
religious group, the painted columnar 
sticks, classic columnar, swirl and 
rococo. Belknap pictures a “Pansy” 
lamp on page 44 of his book that looks 
so much like its Majolica cousin that 
the relationship is obvious. On page 
52 of his book is pictured a miniature 
lamp called “Paneled Poppy” that is 
also in the Majolica tradition. (d) The

field of trays and platters and novel- 
ties is rich in Majolica imitations. The 
Child & Shell tray, the dresser trays, 
bread trays, the fish platter (probably 
made directly from a Majolica dish), 
Wild Rose pitchers, some of the water 
sets, dolphin covered sauce boats (Bel- 
knap calls them pitchers), certain of 
the syrup jugs, the Curtain pattern 
pitchers, the Owl pitchers, and the 
Sunflower pattern. The Cosmos water 
pitcher is quite definitely a Majolica 
reproduction, as is the Basket Weave 
pattern pitcher. 

(6) The relationship of this ware to 
Majolica is not always obvious because 
so much of the milk glass is truly 
“milky” white and without the color- 
ing that would cause it to stand out as 
a Majolica-like ware. The pieces which 
were colored at once display the re- 
lationship. If you happen to own a 
Basket Weave compote (patented 
1874), you can color it with artist’s oil 
colors and make it look exactly like 
Majolica. Then, if you like, you can 
wash off the color with turpentine and 
have your milk glass compote in its 
original form. 

(7) Not only Majolica but really 
fine porcelains were imitated in milk 
glass. The lace edge plates with 
painted centres, for example, are more 
properly imitative of the reticulated

plates by the Héchst porcelain works, 
from the mid-18th century, and the 
similarly fine porcelains of Fursten- 
berg, Zurich and Meissen. Any student 
of the ceramic arts can find the proto- 
types of many milk glass patterns and 
objective designs in the rich and rare 
wares of the 18th century. This speaks 
well for the courage of the makers of 
milk glass. They were ready to more 
than imitate; they took any luxury in 
the field of ceramics within their pur- 
view and reduced it to a super-staple. 
Many people are finding it more fun, 
and a less expensive pursuit, to collect 
the staples in milk glass. But here, too, 
a word of caution is permissible. Some 
of the prices for rare milk glass are 
approximating and even exceeding the 
prices current for the originals in fine 
porcelain! 

We should not, in our consideration 
of the imitative quality of much milk 
glass, hold this imitation to be a detri- 
ment to its collecting or a slur on the 
manufacturers. Rather, the resource- 
fulness of our glassmakers is some- 
thing we should be proud of. With 
their accurately and well-designed 
molds and their opaque glass, they 
made a finished article at every plunge 
of the pressing piston. A similar pro- 
cess, used in Majolica ware produc- 
tion, yielded only the biscuit which 
then had to be fired, and enameled 
with a glaze comparable to the mix- 
ture used in milk glass, plus another 
application of coloring, and perhaps 
still another firing. 

We should be able to imagine the 
wailing and gnashing of teeth in Ma- 
jolica potteries when such examples as 
strawberry and blackberry covered 
compotes in milk glass came to the 
market. Here was a finished product 
of pressed glass that was ready for

sale when its counterpart in Majolica 
was just ready for the decorators, the 
glaze dips, and the kilns. No wonder 
Broadway Rouss, Butler Brothers and 
the Baltimore Bargain House distri- 
buted this milk glass by the thousands 
of tons. We-have seen advertisements 
of the fancy edged milk glass plates 
offered by wholesalers in the 1870's at 
prices so low that we can assume the 
retail price was around ten cents each 
or a dollar a dozen. These plates had 
the centres painted in colors, with 
birds and flowers. 

Among the many examples dis- 
played by Belknap, there are some, 
such as the Gothic Bowl (page 144), 
the covered rooster compote (page 
154), the covered hen dish (page 157), 
and black hens and black cow dishes 
(page 163) which are very much in 
the Majolica tradition. The lion cov- 
ered dish (page 180), the huge rabbit 
(page 191), and the Cosmos pickle 
caster in silvered frame (page 221) 
are also rightfully in this category. In 
fact, the Cosmos pickle dish centre 
looks so much like Majolica that you 
think it is until you examine it 
and discover it is painted milk 
glass! ix

Profitable New Fields for Collectors... 


IV: Prang Chromos...On the 
Heels of Currier & Ives! 


by Ernest NEWMAN 


? every collector in the United 
[s== made an honest confession 

as to how he got started on the 
upward path we would have material 
for at least a thousand good novels. 
Here I am, an artist, writing about a 
type and kind of lithograph—a 
“chromo”—which artists are sup- 
posed to ignore in the pictorial scene. 
They’re supposed to be gauche, cheap 
or terrible; puerile, stupid, and made 
for yokels. Of course, none of these 
are true, but for many years, in the 
world of art and artists, it was the 
fashion to consider chromos the low- 
est form of crudity. But what is a 
chromo? It is a lithograph printed 
in colors, and printing in colors is 
truly an artist’s form of expression. 
If there be an artist who doesn’t think 
so, let him attempt to do a plate in 
mezzotint or aquatint, and print it in 
colors. This is an easy task compared 
to color printing by lithography. The 
artist, preparing a color print plate, 
just rubs the various desired colors 
on the plate and pulls his proof. In 
chromo-lithography, .there was a 
plate for each and every color, tint 
and hue—sometimes as many as ten 
to forty-five printings were required 
to do the job. And if this doesn’t at 
least verge upon art, then I’m a 
plumber or a tinsmith. 

The late Harry T. Peters, patron 
saint of all Currier & Ives collectors, 
tells how this firm was launched on 
a great career by the publication of

the steamship Lexington, made as an 
extra feature for the old New York 
Sun. My hero, Louis Prang, started 
his artistic lithographic career by 
publishing a reproduction of a group 
of downy chicks painted by the great 
artist, A. F. Tait. This Prang chromo 
was issued in 1865. Thereafter Prang 
continued printing chromo-litho- 
graphs until 1892. But before the Tait 
reproduction started Prang on his ca- 
reer of printing chromos from the 
works of good artists as pictures for 
the American home, he had other in- 
teresting issues, of which more will 
be said later.

Louis Prang made color reproduc- 
tion a life study. He was of Norman- 
Huguenot ancestry, of a family that 
fled to one of the Germanic states to 
avoid religious persecution in the 
days of Louis XIII. His father had a 
calico printing establishment at Bres- 


lau and there, as an apprentice, young - 


Prang learned many mysteries of 
color printing. He studied chemistry, 
worked as a chemist in a paper mill, 
and traveled extensively in Europe 
in search of knowledge. He visited 
Austria, Switzerland, Bohemia, the 
Netherlands, France and England. 
Leaving Germany for good in 1848, 
he arrived in New York, 1850, and 
worked as a wood engraver for Frank 
Leslie, the publisher. Obtaining 
knowledge of lithographic drawing, 
he moved on to Boston where he set 
up a shop with a lithographic printer 
in 1856. Here Prang made his first 
color print by lithography—a bou- 
quet of roses (4 Roses, take notice!) 
During the Civil War he produced 
maps in color and a series of “album 
cards,” some of which were drawn 
by that great artist, Winslow Homer. 

Among the Prang “album cards” 
are series of wildflowers, butterflies, 
autumn leaves and views. These 
cards, found on occasion and con- 
sidered to be curiosities, sparked my 
interest in Prang. That interest, not 
content with possession only of ex- 
amples of his work, demanded pos- 
session of facts about Prang—ad- 
vertisements, catalogs, notices, notes, 
and all other documentary material 
available. Now, when I see a Prang 
chromo advertised by an antiques 
shop, here and there I read between 
the lines this message: “A lithograph 
by one of America’s great litho- 
graphers, one of the world’s great 
color printers, and one of our greatest 
patrons of American artists.” 

Prang’s lithographs of Tait’s 
“Chicks,” of Eastman Johnson’s 
“Barefoot Boy,” and of landscapes by 
other American artists are genuine 
American prints which, one day if 
not now, will be just as much sought 
after as Currier & Ives. Prang did not 
merely buy publication rights from 
his artists, he bought the pictures 
outright. In 1892 the American Art 
Association, New York, sold at auc- 
tion Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day evenings, February 16, 17 and 18, 
a “collection of unusual watercolor 
and oil paintings owned by L. Prang 
& Company, and purchased by them 
at various times for the purpose of 
reproduction.”

1882, he conducted open competitions 
at the American Art Gallery, New 
York City, for Christmas card de- 
signs. A first prize of $1000, a second 
prize of $500, a third prize of $300, 
and a fourth prize of $200 were 
awarded. In addition, sixty other de- 
signs were purchased by Prang at the 
1880 competition. 

This should give us some idea of the 
breadth and scope of Prang’s activi- 
ties. The New York Public Library 
has a collection of five huge volumes 
of Prang proofs, containing practi- 
cally everything issued by the pro- 
lific printmaker. This will one day be 
a godsend to the author who will do 
the book destined to be done on Prang 
and his chromos, a book as much 
needed, -even now, as Mr. Peters’ 
famed volume on the lithographs of 
Currier & Ives, and its companion 
piece, “America on Stone.” 

There is blood relationship between 
Prang’s works and any other litho- 
graphs, but the relationship is kin to 
that binding all races and colors to a 
common ancestry. In this case the 
common ancestry is the printing from 
stones by the technique discovered, 
but not perfected, by Senefelder. 
Currier and many other lithographers 
depended upon the cheaper method 
of hand-coloring on a production line, 
rather than the more expensive and 
far more critical method of register- 
ing successive printings in one color 
to achieve a complete color print. By 
the Prang method of successive 
printings, real artists of the craft had 
to separate the colors and place them 
so accurately on the stone that they 
registered to a hairline. Hand color- 
ists swabbed gobs of color on black 
and white printed sheets—and their 
range of colors was not as wide as a 
quick glance at a Currier & Ives 
would make you think. Maniy of these 
prints have only four colors on them 
—most of Prang’s run to at least ten 
colors. His chromo of Bierstadt’s 
“Sunset in California” may have been 
printed in twenty colors. His famous 
“Prize Babies” used forty-five colors. 

“Prang,” said the editor of the 
Aldine, “is an artist and a philoso- 
pher. Commencing with well-known 
and popular ideas, he has advanced, 
bringing the taste of the public with 
him, to the point of demanding the 
best productions of contemporary 
art. This is more than any single art- 
ist has ever been able to achieve.” 

In speaking for Prang chromos, I 
am disposed to limit the illustrations 
to advertisements and documentary 
material about the man and his 
works. If there is anyone who cannot 
recognize the name “Prang” on a 
print, then he must, of course, accept 
the fact that he will be missing op- 
portunities right and left. The Prang 
prints are still with us. Dealers are 
beginning to recognize them; col- 
lectors will soon be demanding them. 
These prints are due for re- 
vival, and they are worthy of it. “@ 
They are good prints.

Within a year after Baron de Bour- 
goin’s discovery of the process, cer- 
tain of the porcelain works in Ger- 
many were using the process to pro- 
duce these porcelain novelties. They 
were first used for candle or lamp’ 
screens in single sets, and finally as 
window decoration and as master- 
pieces of art for framing. Soon stein 
bottoms of lithophanes were made, 
so that when emptying the stein of its 
content one saw a beautiful picture in 
the bottom. Alcohol-burning toddy 
stoves in cast iron or tin were made 
with lithophane inserts. Some were 
made of porcelain with lithophane 
bases. Lithophane windowpanes were 
made to give a magnificent pictorial 
effect and still permit the passage of 
light. Many variants of the high- 
priced novelties were made that in- 
cluded a lithophane as the main ob- 
ject of attention and the main reason 
for production.

J. Sartain en- 
graved a Mezzotint from the sketch, 1847 
for George Graham (Copyright, 1847) 
who used it as an embellishment in Gra- 
ham’s Magazine. The print was also sold 
separately. The late Harry Koopman 
stated the lithophane was issued either 
in November 1847 or early in 1848. 


Perhaps the most interesting litho- 
phanes to the American collector are 
those dealing with American scenes, 
such as Niagara Falls, the President’s 
House, Port of Philadelphia, and so 
on, and historic view portraits, best 
exemplified in the rectangular litho- 
phane of Zachary Taylor in uniform 
with spyglass in hand, surmounted 
by the American eagle and a pair of 
crossed, 15-starred American flags. 

The Metropolitan Museum of New 
York has an unusually fine collection 
of lithophanes. Other museums are 
assembling collections. In the Sevres 
Musee de Porcelaine, France, is the 
largest specimen known to date, 
measuring 19 by 21 inches and repre- 
senting the interior of a church.

Perhaps one of the most delightful 
lithophane objects for collectors to- 
day are complete lithophane lamp 
shades which were originally used in 
connection with oil fluid lamps but 
later with the gaslight. There were 
even lithophanes on ball shades, 
sometimes found on Gone-with-the- 
Wind lamps. It seems, however, that 
the most popular type of lithophane 
lamp shade used by our immediate 
ancestors were those on the ornately 
framed hanging hall lanterns where 
brilliant light was not demanded and 
where beauty could be achieved by 
having the hall light burn from sun- 
down to bedtime. Practically all 
types, shapes and sizes of lamp shades 
are known with lithophane placques, 
using three, four, five or six or more 
of these beautiful transparencies. 


Among the utilitarian objects in- 
corporating lithophanes are steins, 
beer mugs, shaving cups, children’s 
drinking cups, match boxes, cigar 
boxes and jewel boxes. 

French and German porcelain 
works were the major producers of 
lithophanes but they were pro- 
duced also, and in _ considerable 
quantities, in England, Denmark, the 
Netherlands, Austria and Switzer- 
land. It is even asserted that litho- 
phanes were at least attempted as 
part of the production of the Phoe- 
nixville, Pennsylvania, majolica 
pottery. 

German lithophanes generally have 
a serial number in addition to subject

Somewhere Northwest of Laramie 


by Grace V. SHARRITT 


OME with me to Jackson Hole, 

Wyoming, where the breath- 

taking magnificence of the 
pine-clad Rocky Mountains forms a 
vista from every window. Where 
you'll find log walls making interior 
as well as exterior appearance in 
homes, fitting perfectly into the mise- 
en-scene. 

Mrs. Harry R. Weston of Jackson 
Hole, is an ardent collector of early 
American glass and Staffordshire 
china. In order to display her collec- 
tion to advantage, and not block the 
gorgeous view from a gallery of three 
windows, Mrs. Weston had one 
swinging shelf made for the center 
section, and on it arranged her deep 
blue, cranberry and vaseline colored 
glass. On the windowsill Mrs. Weston 
displays her prized sapphire blue 
Daisy and Button, her Stoddard 
glass decanters, her opal iridescent, 
and other choice glass. 

Further to embellish her home and 
frame her interesting collection, this 
ingenious woman decorator placed a 
long bench in front of the windows, 
covered it with a piece of rare tapes- 
try in blues, chestnut and faded 
crimson, and on it placed Stafford- 
shire ornaments, pressed glass cover- 
ed dishes, and a gleaming brass kettle 
filled with flowering pinks. 

On one of the walls exposing the 
log timbering, Mrs. Weston has a log 
shelf on which she displays her 
amusing group of old mustache and 
Victorian coffee cups. Above these is 
a Staffordshire plate of the White 
House. 

The collection of Gaudy Welsh in 
this home has displaced books from 
a secretary. “The books,” says Mrs. 
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Antiques Displayed in a very proper 
manner .. . against a background of log- 
wall. And in this case the wall is real, 
not a big city imitation. That row of 
mustache cups is mentioned in text. 


Weston, “are safe enough on open 
shelves, and the Gaudy Welsh is now 
protected against possible breakage.” 
In my travels about the country, 
I like to find people who are making 
the most of what the experts would 
call “a minor collection,” and who 
are achieving enjoyment and great 
liveability by mild indulgence in the 
gentle art of collecting. That I have 
chosen this example to write about 
first is largely because Mrs. Weston 
has done a very good job with pre- 
cisely forty-two pieces of an- 
tique glassware, china and “e 
pottery.

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The French Influence 


In “Repose” Furniture 


by CLAIRE JOHN 


on antiques, one of the audience 
asked the usual questions, all of 
which were’ to the effect that she 
wanted to know how to acquire all 
the necessary knowledge about all 
kinds of antiques in twenty minutes 
or less. The lecturer, a patient soul, 
said “I recommend that you make 
tracings, as best you can, of every 
type of furniture and object that 
comes your way. By making the 
drawing you unconsciously fix the 
contour and detail in your mind. Do 
this often enough, and in time you 
will find yourself possessed of knowl- 
edge.” The lady asking the question 
smiled with her face but “sniffed” 
with her eyes. Here was another of 
those dumb experts who just couldn’t 
endow her with knowledge at the 
drop of a hat. But I took the matter 
to heart. I have been making tracings 
of photographs, prints, and so on that 
come my way. I have a bookful of 
tracings and, sometimes at least, I 
think my head has absorbed some of 
the facts. At least recognition of 
pieces seems to come easier. When I 
began to do this tracing and copying, 
I imitated the drawings in the Primer 
of American Antiques and the First 
Reader for Antiques Collectors. 
Since there is now so much talk 
about the French (which is a fact) 
source of what we have been calling 
“Victorian” I think three of my trac- 
ings may be of some interest to many 
readers of Spinning Wheel. Illustra- 
tion No. 1 is of a canape, or couch of 
the Louis XV period. The drawing is 
from the illustration in one of the 
catalogs of the famous Parke Bernet 
Galleries, New York City. The date 
is around 1750. It does look “Victo- 
rian” doesn’t it? The frame is walnut 
and originally it was covered with a 
quilted toile. Now look at picture No. 
2. This is a Louis-Phillipe “psyche,” a 
type of sofa sometimes called a “Kan- 
garoo.” This is exemplary of what we 
have been calling “Victorian.” The 
original is owned by Mrs. Pleasants, 
of Richmond, Virginia. Now look at 
picture No. 3. I feel like saying 
“Whoops” every time I look at it. 
This is a sofa for two, from Royal 
Street, New Orleans. But it spells 
complete relaxation for one as the 
piece offers support for head, shoul- 
ders, hips, knees and feet. And we 
think of these perfect repose chairs 
as being a modern invention. The 
date of this chair-sofa is 1840’s. The

style is late Directoire. All three 
pieces reflect the French influence. 
And what’s more, there are hundreds 
of thousands of American antiques 
which reflect the same French sources 
of the style generally called for Eng- 
lands Queen Victoria. I have come to 
agree ... the name is wrong, in spite 
of the fact we continue to use it. 


If there is one man in America in a 
position to speak for the changing of 
popularly current names for antiques 
to their more proper terms it is Mr. 
Charles Messer Stow of the New 
York World-Telegram & Sun An- 
tiques Department. He has waged a 
winning fight to change the name of 
what we call “Lowestoft” to its right- 
ful designation of “Oriental Export 
Porcelain.” He has advocated other 
sensible changes and indubitably he 
will agree that we should stop calling 
Victorian what in Europe is called 
by its rightful names, either 
“Second Baroque” or Louis XV 
Revival.”

Are there any Tulip Decorated 
Pewter Wares and are they 
from Pennsylvania? 


The answer is “Yes and No!” Yes 
there are tulip decorated pewter uten- 
sils and NO they are not from Penn- 
sylvania. It is one of the misfortunes 
of collecting that so much misinforma- 
tion about tulip decoration is rampant, 
and most of it making the tulip the 
sign-manual of Pennsylvania. The 
Tulip was used more as a decoration 
in England, Switzerland and the 
Netherlands than in Germany. The 
tulipware “wassail” cup here pictured 
is pewter, wriggle engraved with tulips 
and tudor roses. The date is 1640. The 
touch mark is GF. It is English. We are 
indebted to the Old Pewter Shop, 
Charles Casimir, Harrogate, Yorkshire, 





England, for this picture. We are ad- 
vised this rare piece of pewter is 
valued at two hundred pounds sterling. 


Are Old Newspapers valuable 
and who buys them? 


How old is old? It is necessary, to 
give an intelligent answer, to have 
name and place of paper and date.

It is the 
early newspaper of any community 
that may be valuable.

Were Patch Boxes Sold As Late 
As the 1890’s and 1900's? 


They were, indeed. Innumerable 
fancy stores sold them, they were sold 
in the early Woolworth stores, and in 
some of the stores that attempted to 
imitate Woolworth, and go him a few 
cents better—the 3 and 9 cent stores. 
It should be remembered that Wool- 
worth was a great outlet for “seconds” 
of many factories which, until he ap- 
peared 6n the retailing scene, were 
destroyed. In this, F. W. Woolworth 
functioned like the early peddlers, who 
often purchased rejected pottery, tin- 
wares and fancy items, and found a 
ready market for them at low prices 
in the hinterland. Pictured are a few

What is Crouch Ware? 


Llewellynn Jewitt, F. S. A., famed 
author of “The Ceramic Art of Great 
Britain” (Virtue & Co., London, 1878) 
“asserts that Crouch ware was the early 
term given to salt glazed stoneware, 
the body of which was made from clay 
mixed with fine sand from the Mole- 
Cap sand pits. The name was given in 
the 1680’s. Crouch wares of the 17th 
century are of course rarities in the 
ceramic collecting world. 


Is there an old English 
Book on Glassware? 


H. Blancourt’s “The Art of Glass” in 
its English edition dates as early as 
1699. This book has eight plates of 
glass making. It is not a rare book; 
you can probably find a copy in fair 
condition for between $25 and $50. The 
problem is to find the bookseller who 
has a copy on hand. Antique books, 
like other antiques, come and go in 
the old bookshops. 


Was there a still-bank called 
the “Skyscraper”? 


There was. It came in several sizes, 
up to 8” high, made of cast iron, and 
said to “resemble” the mammoth 
buildings of Gotham. The date is 
around 1896.

How They Taught Our 
Children "The Chinese 
Must Go” Back in the 1880s 


HE Chinese Must Go” was a 

slogan born of the influx and 

employment of hundreds of 
thousands of Chinese especially as 
laborers in building the great railroads 
of the west and in mining operations. 
By the 1880’s almost every American 
town of any consequence had its 
Chinese laundryman, and there was 
fear, resentment, and agitation that 
the Chinese were taking over the 
country. Of course, this pistol is 
merely an echo of the political and 
social aspects of the Chinese emigra- 
tion question. The anti-Chinese won. 
Emigration was restricted and, for 
many years “smuggling” Chinese 
across the Mexican border into the 
United States, and by water, from 
Cuba, was a most unholy racket. The 
poor Chinese were willing to give 
their all to get into the Country. Now 
this Chinese must go novelty is worth 
its weight in silver and there are col- 
lectors who will not rest content until 
they own an example that works. 
The working consists of placing a cap 
in the mouth of the Chinese after 
cocking the pistol. Pulling the trigger 
caused the noble American to kick the 
“chink” in the pants, pull his pigtail 
and thus explode the cap. Our picture 
is from an early catalog illustra- 
tion of the manufacturer. 

Animated cap pistols are now almost 
as eagerly collected as their cousins, 
the mechanical cast iron banks. And 
perhaps rightly so. To some collectors 
there is more fun in the pistols. You 
can enjoy them as antiques and still 
play cops and robbers with them. So 
in spite of the fact this pistol was 
made for the enjoyment of the young- 
sters from the 1880s, and was perhaps 
as thoroughly enjoyed as any Hop- 
along Cassidy pistol of today, it is now 
an antique. These toys were “redis- 
covered” so to speak about fifteen 
years ago when they were selling at 
junk and trash prices . . . 25¢ and 50¢ 
each, or less. There is no need to say 
today’s prices are 50 to 100 times 
that once modest sum.

3rd Old South Jersey Day 
Tour June 9, 195I 


HE Antique Collectors Club of 

Atlantic City, which holds 

monthly meetings at the Hotel 
Claridge, began three years ago to 
sponsor an Old South Jersey Day 
tour. The third of these pilgrimages 
will be held this month.

When Spinning Wheels says there 
is scarcely a person in the collecting 
world who does not either have or 
want an antique from South Jersey, 
we are not being facetious. South 
Jersey is the home of the glass that 
now enjoys the categorical designa- 
tion “South Jersey type.” Most ex- 
perts agree this glass is of Dutch 
type and that it was made in consid- 
erable quantities. In South Jersey, 
also, during the 19th century were 
produced millions of items of pressed 
and blown glassware in and around 
Millville, where also was produced 
the famed Millville rose paperweight. 

South Jersey was originally settled 
by Swedes. There are relics of Swed- 
ish architecture and there are many 
descendants of original Swedish set- 
lers whose names now give no indi- 
cation of the nationalistic origin of 
their ancestors. Swedish-type furni- 
ture was the prototype of much Jer- 
sey activity in chest and chair mak- 
ing. Veritably, South Jersey can do 
with more and more scholarly essays 
on the antiquities of this region. 

What Spinning Wheel would like to 
see is more and more active antiques 
collectors clubs. These clubs need not 
be merely another phase of social ac- 
tivity or an escape from bridge or 
Canasta. They can be the starting 
point for the resurrection of local in- 
terest in local history, with special 
reference to the architectural herit- 
age and antiques heritage of every 
community. When you deal with ar- 
chitecture and the possessions 
of people, you inevitably must 
deal with the people themselves.

What Is Gien Faience? 


Faience is the French term for ma- 
jolica. Majolica in Italy, faience in 
France, Delft in the Netherlands. Each 
ware was a hard baked clay pottery 
coated with an opaque white or some 
other colored glaze and then beautiful- 
ly decorated in blue or other colors. 

In the 19th century, in the environs 
of Gien, Department Loire, France, a 
manufactory of faience called “Faien- 
cerie de Gien” was established. Great 
quantities of this ware were imported 
by American concerns, and a consider- 
able quantity of it was sold through 
jewelry and art ware stores. The 
height of popularity of Gien faience 
seems to have been from 1868 to 1890. 
Steele & Son of Hartford, Conn., estab- 
lished 1836, were extensive distribu- 
tors of this ware at retail.

What Is the Difference Between 
a Wig Stand and a Basin Stand? 


This is a $64 question; a question 
that is answered wrongly time after 
time by antiquarians who should 
know better. A wig stand is a frame- 
work with a skull pan upon which to 
rest a wig and dress it. The frame- 
work, sometimes very elaborate, was 
generally a three-legged stand with 
turned upright, supplemented by a 
square or triangular cabinet with 
drawers to hold wig powder, dressing 
brushes and combs, curling irons, 
etcetera. Above this rose another 
slender column upon which the skull 
pan was placed. The skull pan was a 
shaped disk very much like present- 
day milliners’ stands. When wearing 
a wig was the style, every gentleman 
had at least one wig stand. The 
wearing of a wig should not lead to 
the assumption that the wearer was 
bald or had sparse hair. Quite fre- 
quently he was quite hirsute, but had 
his hair cropped close in order to be 
in style with a wig. A wig stand is 
emphatically not a toilet stand, as is 
the basin stand. 


A basin stand invariable was made 
with a large open ring to hold a 
curled brim wash basin, or with a 
boxlike top having a circular cutout 
to hold the wash basin. Basins, ac- 
cording to the status of the individual, 
were of silver, porcelain, brass, pew- 
ter, pottery, or even of turned wood. 
A basin stand without its basin is not 
so valuable as a complete ensemble. 
Basin stands almost always had 
drawers to hold soap and other toilet- 
ries.

lettering. These are PPM, KPM, BPM 
and EGZ. Most of those bearing the 
letters KPM are surmounted by a 
sceptre. 


French lithophanes are generally 
marked with a sickle above the let- 
ters PR, and a serial number. The PR 
probably indicates Porcelain Ru- 
belles. Other lithophanes have “Mar- 
que Deposee” above the sickle. Some 
are marked ADT. Another variant is 
a circle one inch in diameter with a 
small inner ring. Between these cir- 
cles is written LITHOPHANIE 
FRANCAISE. In the center of the 
circle is a form of lamp shade on 
which appear the words PROCEDES 
BTEES S GD G and, in the bottom 
of the shade, appears the word 
PARIS. 

Subjects in lithophanes such as 
Bastion Falls, Passaic Falls, Genesee 
Falls, West Point, Bay of New York, 
Washington House, Mount Vernon, 
and others have immediate appeal to 
American collectors. But collectors 
with a view toward traditional fine 
arts should know that there are litho- 
phanes of the Sistine Madonna, The 
Madonna of the Chair, Diana at Bath, 
The Hermit, Descent from the Cross, 
and many other masterpieces of 
world fame. 


My own collection numbers slightly 
more than 400 examples which is, 
perhaps, a fairly large one. But what 
should interest all collectors is the 
fact that lithophanes were made in 
considerable quantities, and this

Editor’s Note: This excellent text on 
the subject of Lithophanes should be 
a most welcome addition to the store 
of knowledge that makes for more pur- 
poseful and enjoyable collecting. We 
have been advised that one popular use 
of Lithophane panels in the 1860’s was 
to hang individual ones in a frame of 
brass chain, suspended in a centre 
pane of the lower sash of a front win- 
dom; preferably a parlor window. 
Then, in daytime, the panel picture 
was enjoyed from within while at 
night, with the room lighted, it could 
be seen by the passer-by. Now the 
popular use seems to be as panels for 
lamp shades, one of the early original 
uses.
